1. (1) This Actmay be called the Right of Children to Free and Compulsory Education 
(Second Amendment) Act, 2017 . 

(2 ) It shall come into force on such date as the CentralGovernmentmay, by notification 
in the OfficialGazette , appoint. 

2. In the Right of Children to Free and Compulsory Education Act, 2009 (hereinafter 
referred to as the principal Act ), for section 16 , the following section shall be substituted , 
namely:

3 . In section 38 of the principal Act , in sub - section (2 ), after clause (f), the following 
clause shall be inserted , namely : 

“ (fa ) the manner and the conditions subject to which a child may be held back 
under sub -section (3 ) of section 16 ;” . 
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STATEMENTOF OBJECTS AND REASONS 


The Right of Children to Free and Compulsory Education Act, 2009 (the Act) provide 
for free and compulsory education to all children of the age of six to fourteen years . 

2. Section 16 of the Act provides that no child admitted in a school shall be held back 
in any class or expelled from school till the completion of elementary education . This 
provision was made in the said Act because examinations are often used for eliminating 
children who obtain poor marks, which compels children either to repeat the same grade or 
leave the school altogether. It was felt that compelling a child to repeat a class is both 
de-motivating and discouraging . 

3 . In recent years, States and Union territories have been raising the issue of adverse 
effect on the learning levels of children as section 16 does not allow holding back of children 
in any class till the completion of elementary education . Therefore , in order to improve the 
learning outcomes in the elementary classes and after wide deliberations with all the 
stakeholders, it is proposed to substitute section 16 so as to empower the appropriate 
Government to take a decision as to whether to hold back a child in the fifth class or in the 
eighth class or in both classes , or not to hold back a child in any class, till the completion of 
elementary education . 

4 . The Bill seeks to achieve the above objectives .

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MEMORANDUM REGARDING DELEGATED LEGISLATION 
Clause 2 of the Bill seeks to substitute a new section for section 16 of the Right of 
Children to Free and Compulsory Education Act, 2009 , relating to prohibition of holding back 
and expulsion . Sub - section (3 ) of the proposed section 16 seeks to empower the appropriate 
Government to make rules to provide for the manner and the conditions subject to which a 
child may be held back in the fifth class or in the eighth class or in both classes if he fails in 
the re -examination . 

2 . Thematters in respect of which the rules may be made are matters of procedure and 
administrative detail, and as such , it is not practicable to provide for them in the proposed Bill 
itself. The delegation of legislative power is, therefore, of a normal character.
